REPORT OE SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Rutland : — 

Fellow Ciizens : — The past year has been one of wonderful 
growth and prosperity to the town. The only unusual misfor- 
tune that has befallen us has been the great number of confla- 
grations. Since the beginning of the year 1868, it is estimated 
that property to the amount of $200,000, at least, has been des- 
troyed by fire ; and among the buildings destroyed have been 
the Court House and Town Hall. It is believed that many of 
the fires were the work of incendiaries, and the selectmen have 
co-operated with the village trustees in their efforts to ferret out 
those whose fell purpose se^ms to have been to burn the whole 
village. Owing to the manner in which the lower story of the 
Town Hall building, not under the control of the town, was oc- 
cupied, the policy of insurance on the hall was cancelled a short 
time before its destruction, and the selectmen were unable to effect 
other insurance upon it until the hazard of tenements below was 
diminished, which had not been brought about at the time the 
Hall was burned. 

In pursuance of the vote of the last annual meeting, town 
bonds have been issued to the amount authorized, viz : $80,000, 
payable, $10,000 in 1874 ; $10,000 in 1875 ; and $10,000 in 
1876. 

The money raised on these bonds has all been used in pay- 
ment of debts due and pressing. 

The debt of the town has been diminished during the year, 
$8,718.40 
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The same liberal tax voted last year would soon wipe out the 
present town debt. 

Iu one year more the $500 bounty voted to veteran soldiers, 
which amounts to nearly $10,000 per annum, will have been 
paid in full. 

The great item of expense the past year, as during the year 
preceding, has been our highways. None have been laid out 
the past year, but several have been built that had been previ- 
ously established. The road at West Rutland, west of the old 
quarries, has been built at an expense of about $3,000, includ- 
ing land damage ; also the road leading south from “Nebraska.” 
constituting an extension of Forest Street, at a cost of about 
$2,200, including land damage. These makS up the only large 
items of expense incurred for highways. 

Although all the roads of the town suffered largely from the 
effects of the great rain in September, yet we were very fortu- 
nate in this respect in comparison with some of our neighbors. 
But one bridge was carried away, viz : the Nichols bridge, so- 
calied, near Meudon, which has been rebuilt at a cost of little 
less than £300. The wing' wal’s of the Curtis bridge were 
badly damaged by the freshet, and have also been rebuilt on 
one side, at a cost of $100.

The list of orders giveq below shows what money has been 
expended iu repair of roads, in addition to the highway tax. 

No judgments have been recovered against, the town during 
the year, but several suits are pending wherein damages are 
claimed for injuries on account of insufficiency of highways. 

Highway surveyors, especially of the village of Rutland, 
would save the town great expense by more watchfulness and 
promptness in repairing defects in, and removing obstructions 
from, the highways. Exclusive of the highway tax, probably 
one-half as much money is paid out on au average in set- 
tling for damages for injuries received in consequence of in- 
sufficiency of the roads as it costs to build and keep them iu 
repair. A great portion of this could be avoided by a faithful 
performance of duty by the officers to whom the duty belongs. 
The defects are not general in their character, for the roads are

generally good, but serve as traps, which a careful inspection 
•would detect, and a slight expense remedy. 

We have built anew harn on the town farm; but another 
outbuilding for a wood-house, hog pen, etc., is needed, and 
should be built the coming year. The house, also, needs much 
repair. 

We have settled with D. S. Chatterton for his service as 
collector for the years 1865-6, in pursuance of the vote passed 
at the last annual meeting The settlement was effected late in 
the •fall, and we thought it best to defer the enforcement of 
the taxes, still due on the books of those years, until spring, 
when we think about §1,000 can be realized from them. Settle- 
ment with Mr. Chatterton was deferred, from time to tim'e, 
hoping he might be able to collect whatever was collectible on 
the books. 

We estimate the amount collectible on the books of 1867, in 
the hands of E. L- Stearns, to be §1,500, and on the books of 
1868, town tax, §2,500. We think a more rigid enforcement 
of taxes is called for than has been the practice in town for 
many years ; possibly greater economy in expenditures. 

We- would recommend that if a discount is to be made o.a. 
taxes paid at a given time, the time should be fixed at. an earlier 
period than usual, otherwisi many tax payers leave town be- 
fore the collector has authority to enforce collection.

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The six months’ receipts of last year are within thirty-five 
dollars of as much as they have been for the twelve this year. 
Competition larger this year, the capital ol the agency has been 
increased some two-hundred dollars during the- past eighteen 
months. 

On account of the reduction of the tax on liquors, I was or- 
dered to sell at a reduction of twenty per cent. , which, with the 
small sales, has caused a loss of some $129 €3. 

Since making my report last year, an indebtedness of some 
seven hundred dollars has come to light that I knew nothing of 
when I made my report last year. The amount was said to 
have been destroyed by fire at the time of the destruction of 
Union Block ; as it now stand, the liabilities are greater than 
the assets.

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OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 


To the Citizens of the town of Rutland , Vt. 

The undersigned has the honor of submitting the following 
annual report of the expense, condition and management of the 
poor in the town of Rutland, for the year ending the 15th of 
February. 1865. 

I have paid all outstanding claim's coming to my knowledge 
to that date, and have paid the man in charge of the farm and 
the physicians to the 1st day of April, 1869. 

I find the total amount expended for the support of the poor 
for the year as above, not including the overseer’s salary, to be 
§4,282 48. 

In looking at former reports, it appears that the expense of 
supporting the poor is yearly increasing, and it cannot be rea- 
sonably looked upon otherwise, considering the high price of 
fuel and all provisions, and the scarcity of labor in the winter 
months. • 

During the year there has been admitted to the poor house 
forty-seven different persons. The greatest number at any one 
time was twenty-five. 

There are now at the house sixteen, nine adults and seven 
children. 

I have rendered aid to over one hundred and thirty persons, 
outside of the poor house, nearly all are widows and small 
children, and sickness and death have caused a large share 
of the expense. Herewith you will find a list of each per- 
son and the amount to each name annexed, amounting to 
$2,588 53. 
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The present condition of the poor house is quite comfortable 
for the present number, but to increase that number to any ex- 
tent would subject the town to more expense than ban otherwise 
been. 

The opinion of your Overseer is that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the house will have to undergo a thorough repair 
that it may accommodate more and at less expense to the town.
